NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION 


That good friend of The Register, A. M. McDermott, 


calls our attention to an article in 
Worlds Work 


for November, entitled One ^ear of President Hard­ 
ing,” by Mark Sullivan. One of Mr. Sullivan s sub­ 
heads is “ Mr. Harding ‘Undersold’ Himself, and un­ 
der this heading the author makes out a strong case 
to the effect that the people of this country ‘‘build­ 
ed better than they knew” when they elected War­ 
ren G. Harding. Another subheading is “The Lesson 
of the Marion Star," under which the same line of 
argument and analysis is pursued to this effect: 


‘‘The Marion Star is the thing about Hard­ 
ing that we all failed to take sufficient account 
of. I have often thought, lately, that that was 
the one thing about Harding that we all failed 
to look into sufficiently. * * * The Marion Star 
was the place to look for light on him, had we 
but thought of it. * * * The Marion Star had 
been Harding's complete career. 
He had in it 


fully lived up to Emerison’s epigram, that “ Ev­ 
ery institution is the lengthened shadow of a 
man." 
The Marion Star was Harding. 
As a 


youth of twenty he had taken hold of it when it 
was little more than a hell-box full of pied type 
and a broken-down press. He had stayed with 
it for thirty years, and at the end it was an in­ 
stitution which, measured by the tests by which 
papers are judged, in relation to their communi­ 
ties, was one of the most successful in the United 
States. 
"The Marion Star had a circulation of more 


than ten thousand in a town of little more than 
thirty thousand.. 
A circulation of one to every 


three inhabitants in its home town is almost un­ 
equalled; only those familiar with the newspa­ 
per business can accurately appraise its sig­ 
nificance. Such a grip on a community can only 
come of keeping the community's confidence 
without interruption over a long series of years. 
In so small a community it all had to be done 
in the sight of everybody." 
Speaking by and large, and based on the law of 


averages, Mr. Sullivan is absolutely correct in saying 
that it is a remarkable achievement for a newspaper 
such as the Marion Star or Santa Ana Register or San 
Bernardino Sun or Riverside Press to attain a circula­ 
tion equal to thirty per cent of the population of the 
town or city in which it is published. 
But the law 


of averages doesn’t apply to Southern California, 
where at least half a dozen or more papers have the 
Marion Star beat to a standstill. 
For instance, to 


get The Register down on a level with the "remark­ 
able achievement” of the Marion Star in the way 
of circulation, the circulation of this paper would 
have to be reduced to about 4500 or stand still at its 
present circulation of 7500 until Santa Ana’s popula­ 
tion increases from its present 1920 census figures of 
15,485 to 25,000. 
Making the comparison on the basis of the 1920 


federal census— as no doubt Mr. Sullivan did in the 
case of the Marion Star.—The Register’s circulation 
is equal to nearly fifty per cent of the population of 
Santa Ana as compared with the Manor. Star’s boast­ 
ed record of thirty per cent. 
In like manner of comparison several other South­ 
ern California papers make a better showing than the 
President’s paper. 
And yet the Marion Star is a very 


fine newspaper with an exceptionally large circulation. 


In the free and unlimited printing of currency, 


Germany is simply applying the “ scrap of paper” pol­ 
icy to her own people. 


HEALTH EDUCATION

Eventually public health work will probably be 


I largely in the hands of the government. 
It is neces- 


1 sary, however, if public officials are to make progress 


I in such work, that they have the support of the peo­ 
ple they seek to aid. 
That support is very slow to 


* come. It must first be developed by the work of pri- 
i vate agencies. 
Among such agencies doing generous and effec- 


j tive service iii this field of education are the Child 


Health Organization, the Child Health Council, the 
National Tuberculosis Association, the American Med­ 
ical association and the .National Education associa­ 
tion. 


In recent years their work has taken on a very 


popular tone. 
The first-named group has been ap­ 
pealing to children through the dramatic instinct, with 
health fairies, clowns, picture men and puppet plays. 
Thousands of children have enjoyed these plays, in 
which, many times, children are actors. 
The tuberculosis organization has adopted as its 


I specie.! method the modern health crusade, with a 


great pageant of squires, pages and knights of health 
and cleanliness. 
In addition to these more pretentious undertak­ 
ings there are games and verses and songs which 
teach health principles. 
There are nutrition clinics, 


open-air schools, school lunches and numerous other 
activities of this sort. 
Much of this work has already shown definitely 


good results. 
The total benefit of such campaigns 


can never be estimated, for it is cumulative through 
the years. 
If the next generation is sickly and 


troubled with avoidable ills it will be by deliberate 
choice. Ignorance can not be used as an excuse.

Probably nobody was more surprised than Ser­ 
geant Samuel Woodfin when he was chosen by Gen­ 
eral Pershing to represent the infantry at the burial of 
the Unknown Soldier.

hardy courage will agree that he is eminently qualified 
to represent any body of heroes. 
But the best thing 


about a real hero is that he never regards himself as 
such. Woodfin humbly submits that he killed "only' 
19 Germans” in two hours of fighting.

The Mahala well is now on a production basis hnd 
the bringing in of this fine well demonstrates the 
fact that there is an oil field extending along the 
Santa Ana valley far east of any producing wells in 
the Yorba-Richfield territory. 
One well. It is true, 
does not make a big oil field but it does demonstrate 
the existence of oil strata, and the first well is usu­ 
ally followed by scores of others. 
The bringing in of 
the first Standard Oil well at Huntington Beach did 
not result in any tremendous excitement, but within 
little more than a year that field has developed to a 
point where there are 200 derricks and where the ac­ 
tual production of oil is 17,000 barrels a day. 
That 
means $20,000 a day or $600,000 a month coming in 
which is quite a tidy little income. 
The Mahala well may mean that there is a great 
undeveloped oil field extending from the Orange 
county line 
through the 
Rincon- Corona-Arlington 
section. 
The extent of the field will of course have 
to be demonstrated, btu oil has been struck in such 
quantities as to make this first well a mighty profit­ 
able piece of property. 
Some good oil experts think the well of the R iver­ 
side County Oil company between Beaumont and 
Banning that has been cemented off, is going to 
prove a big producer. 
If so. that means another oil 
field that may reach from Nuevo and Moreno to Ban 
ning. 
The Painted Hills section also looks ipighty 
good even though there is just now more litigation 
than drilling. 
The Press does not want to excite extravagant 
hopes but it congratulates the Mahala people and 
trusts that other pioneers in this section in oil de­ 
velopment may be as amply rewarded.
